The  Ramsbury  District  is  situated  on  the  Eastern  border  of  the  County,  and  is 
ounded  on  the  East  by  Berkshire,  on  South  by  Pewsey  Rural  District,  on  North  by 
lighworth  Rural  District,  and  on  West  by  Marlborough  and  Pewsey  Rural  Districts. 

It  lies  mainly  on  Chalk  but  on  Greensand  in  the  Villages  of  Ham,  Shalbourne, 
Martin  and  Grafton. 

The  River  Kennett  passes  through  the  District  from  Titchcombe  on  the  West  to 
lilton  Foliatt  on  the  East. 

It  is  essentially  an  agricultural  district  and  the  inhabitants  are  connected

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  has  varied  very  much  during 
the  five  years  under  consideration  ;  this  is  not  due  to  any  particular  cause,  but  to  the 
fact  that  with  a  small  number  of  births  two  or  three  deaths  make  a  large  difference  in 
mortality  rate.  If  the  average  of  the  five  years  be  taken,  it  will  be  seen  to  he  ■well 
below  that  for  England  ahd  Wales.

Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year.  Four  of  these  were  in  the  village  of  Frox- 
field  in  the  autumn.  The  first  case  was  on  September  30th,  and  the  next  October  17th 
and  24th.  These  were  not  situate  close  together  and  the  only  common  place  of  inter¬ 
course  was  the  School.  This  I  closed  from  October  20th  to  30th,  and  except  for  one 
case  on  November  4th,  which  did  not  attend  the  village  school,  no  others  arose. 

During  the  last  five  years  this  District  has  remained  remarkably  free  from 
infectious  disease,  except  for  one  epidemic  in  the  village  of  Ramsbury  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  Diphtheria.  This  began  in  March,  1922,  and  continued  to  July,  1923,  and  was 
responsible  for  84  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  39  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  tho  village  alone. 


The  first  case  of  Diphtheria  was  on  Octohor  20th,  1922,  the  second  on  October  28th, 
the  third  on  November  5th,  the  fourth  on  December  20th  and  then  in  quick  succession, 
mixed  with  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  up  to  the  end  of  March,  when  cases  became  less 
frequent.  The  last  case  of  Diphtheria  was  on  May  1 3th  and  the  last  case  of  Scarlet 
Fever  on  July  22nd.  This  was  the  subject  of  a  special  report  by  mo  to  you  and  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

The  first  part  of  this  opidemic  has  also  been  the  subject  of  a  report  by  Dr.  J.  R. 
Hutchinson,  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  hut  as  this  report  was  the  result  of  a  visit 
made  in  the  middle  of  January,  when  the  epidemic  was  at  its  height,  it  is  very  incom¬ 
plete  as  it  does  not  show  how  the  epidemic  ended.  Before  Dr.  Hutchinson's  visit  I 
had  made  arrangements  to  discontinue  sending  cases  of  Abingdon  and  sent  them  to 
either  Marlborough  Isolation  or  Swindon  Isolation  Hospitals,  and  no  “  return  ”  cases 
or  “cross  infection  ”  arose  from  either  of  these  Hospitals  and  soon  the  opidemic  began 
to  subside. 

The  average  number  of  cases  per  annum  during  the  last  five  years  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  Diphtheria  respectively  has  been  22.4  and  10.2. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Only  one  case  (1923)  was  notified  in  five  years,  and  this  case 
recovered. 


Pneumonia. — Three  cases  were  notified  and  two  of  these  died.  The  other  death 
given  by  the  Registrar  was  in  an  “  inward  transferable  ”  death  and  was  not  notified  to 
me. 

— No  case  of  this  disease  has  been  notified  during  the  last 
five  years.

Bacteriological  Examinations.— Till  the  Autumn  of  this  year  all  examinations  were 
paid  for  by  the  Council  and  were  conducted  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association  or  the 
Pathologist  at  Salisbury  Infirmary,  but  now  diphtheria  swabs  are  paid  for  by  the 
County  Council  and  for  this  district  are  done  entirely  at  Salisbury  Infirmary.  These 
examinations  of  course  constitute  the  large  marjoiity  but  others  such  as  Widal  for 
typhoid  and  Virulence  tests  for  diphtheria  are  still  paid  for  by  the  District  Council. 


The  tests  known  as  “Schick”  and  “Dick”  in 
respectively  have  not  been  undertaken  in  the  district 
where  I  have  thought  them  necessary  or  practical.

No  Vaccinations  have  been  done  by  me  as  no  Small  Pox  has  been  in  the 
neighbourhood. 


Disinfection. — The  houses  of  all  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  are  disinfected 
with  Formalin  lamps  and/or  spray,  and  after  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  but  there  is  no 
public  station  for  disinfecting  or  cleansing  persons  oi  articles.  I  encourage  bedding  and 
clothes  to  be  exposed  to  the  air  and  the  house  generally  cleaned,  it  often  proves  a  good 
opportunity  to  get  the  house  thoroughly  cleaned.

HEALTH  SERVICES  AND  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 

THE  DISTRICT. 

Hospitals. — Up  till  the  end  of  1922  all  infectious  cases  were  sent  to  Abingdon 
Isolation  Hospital  under  an  agreement,  but  at  the  beginning  of  1923  (during  the 
epidemic)  this  was  discontinued  and  the  Marlborough  Isolation  Hospital  took  the  cases 
on  payment  for  each  case.  Negotiations  were  then  commenced  with  the  result  that 
the  Marlborough  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Committee  agreed  to  allow  this  District  to 
join  them.  This  Council  has  built  an  extension  to  the  Hospital,  which  has  been  sanc¬ 
tioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  has  two  representatives  on  the  Hospital 
Committee.  This  new  agreement  came  into  force  in  January,  1924  This  Hospital 
has  been  provided  under  P.H.A.  1875  and  not  under  the  I..H.A.  1893.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  is  far  better  than  sending  the  cases  so  far  away  as  Abingdon  and  is  much  more 
satisfactory  in  every  way. 

Dr.  Maurice,  of  Marlborough,  has  undertaken  to  attend  all  infectious  cases  sent 
into  the  Isolation  Hospital  from  this  district  for  a  fee  of  one  guinea  per  case. 

For  other  than  infec  tious  cases  the  Savernake  Hospital  at  Marlborough  provides 
excellent  accommodation  for  the  wants  of  this  District. 

A  Motor  Ambulance  for  Infectious  Cases  is  provided  by  the  Marlborough  Isolation 
Hospital. 

For  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases.— At  Marlborough  there  is  a  Motor  Ambulance 
supplied  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  and  this  is  available  for  anyone  who  sends 
for  it.  It  is  kept  at  the  New  Road  Garage  (Telephone  30)  and  the  charge  is  1/-  per 
mile.  I  am  sorry  this  is  not  made  use  of  as  much  as  it  might  he  ;  it  is  much  better 
for  the  patient  to  be  conveyed  to  Hospital  in  a  comfortable  Ambulance  thau  in  an 
ordinary  Motor  Car;  if  it  is  not  requisitioned  more  in  the  future  than  it  has  been 
in  the  past,  I  fear  the  expense  will  be  too  much  to  retain  it. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home.— None  is  undertaken  by  the  Council;  all  that 
is  done  is  provided  either  by  the  County  Council  or  by  Voluntary  Nursing  Associations. 

Public  Health  Offices.  — Mr.  W.  Strickland,  whose  qualifications  are  :  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute  for  Inspectors,  Municipal  and  County  Engineers,  Testamur  Fellowship, 
Surveyors’  Institution.  Special  Certificates  in  Hygiene,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  etc., 
acts  as  Sanitary  and  Housing  Inspector  and  also  Highway  Surveyor,  with  offices  at 
the  Union  House,  Hungerford. 
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Water  Suppy  — Is  chiefly  from  shallow  wells,  bub  there  are  approximately  200 
houses  constantly  supplied  by  pipes  or  in  other  words  about  13%  of  the  inhabited 
houses.  None  of  these  are  supplied  by  the  Council,  but  are  from  supplios  to  tbe  estates 
or  farms,  except  the  Ramsbury  Council  Houses.

With  regard  to  Baydon,  in  1920,  I  reported  on  a  scheme  whereby  an  excellent 
water  supply  could  be  obtained  from  the  farm  East  Leaze  which  has  an  exceptionally 
good  one  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  but  this  was  turned  down  on  account  of  expense. 
During  1924,  however,  it  was  revived  and  endeavours  were  made  to  raise  the  money 
through  the  Landowners  and  grants  from  the  unemployment  funds.  The  Council 
passed  a  resolution  offering  to  take  over  and  administer  the  works  when  completed  and 
all  seemed  plain  sailing,  but  unfortunately,  one  of  the  landowners  refused  to  join  in  the 
scheme,  so  for  the  sake  of  a  few  pounds  an  excellent  and  plentiful  water  supply  has 
been  lost  to  the  village  of  Baydon. 


Drainage  and  Sewage — There  are  no  sewage  works  in  the  District. 

Closet  Accommodation.  There  are  approximately  880  privies,  640  earth  closets 
and  90  water  closets  in  the  District.  There  is  a  gradual  increase  in  the  number  of 
conversions  from  privies  to  earth  closets.  Nine  new  water  closets  have  been  installed 
in  the  District  during  the  past  year. 

No  Public  Scavenging  is  done  in  the  District. 

Chemical  Work. — Satisfactory  arrangements  exist  with  Messrs.  Waterfall  and 
O’Brien,  of  Bristol,  for  the  analysis  of  any  water  samples  sent  to  them  by  me  or  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.

No  special  action  has  been  taken  by  me  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation) 
Act,  1915,  yet,  except  inspection,  because  practically  all  tbe  wholesale  producers 
send  their  milk  to  London  where  samples  are  regularly  taken  by  the  London  County 
Council  and  dealt  with  by  the  County  Council.  I  intend  shortly  to  take  samples  of 
milk  from  retail  distributors,  to  be  examined  for  Tuberculosis. 

Meat. _ (l)  Meat  Inspection  has  been  carried  out  as  far  as  possible  aud  any 

diseased  meat  bas  been  condemned. 

I  have  received  156  written  notices  of  slaughter  under  the  Slaughter  Houses  Act, 
1924,  and  the  number  of  telephone  and  personal  notices  can  be  estimated  as  24  making 

a  total  of  180  approximately. 

The  number  of  inspections  amount  to  approximately  30. 

(2)  There  has  been  one  case  before  the  Council  of  negligence  to  notify  the  Local 
Authority  of  the  slaughter  of  an  animal  for  sale  for  human  consumption.  The  Clerk 
■was  directed  to  write  warning  the  offender  that  he  was  liable  to  a  Line  not  exceeding 

£100  for  the  offence.  . 

There  has  been  one  animal  slaughtered  under  tbe  Tuberculosis  Order,  192o.  The 
carcase  was  taken  away  by  a  Knacker.  This  seemed  unsatisfactory  lor  it  would  have 
been  much  better  if  the  carcase  had  been  destroyed. 

(3)  The  four  slaughter  bouses  in  the  district  have  beon  inspected  several  times 

in  the  past  year  and  were  found  to  be  in  a  reasonable  condition.

At  present  there  are  being  built  in  the  District  by  this  Council  ;  — 

Four  houses  at  Great  Bedwyn.  Four  houses  at  Baydon. 

The  Contract  is  also  signed  for  the  erection  of  eight  houses  at  Shalbourne, 
after  which  four  houses  will  bo  erected  at  Ham. 

Difficulties  are  still  experienced  with  old  cottages  which  are  nearly  worn  out 

To  repair  thorn  amounts  to  a  re-construction  scheme  in  each  case  {vide  Axford 
enquiry  decision)  and  owners  refuse  to  face  the  cost.  At  the  same  time  the  tenants 
still  occupy  these  old  houses  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  other  houses. 

At  the  present  moment  there  are  three  such  cases  on  the  hooks  with  which  no 
further  progress  can  be  made.  This  number  could  be  increased  very  many  times  any 
day.
